The morning session will include a keynote 
speech in which W. R. Hildreth, Director of 
the State Arboretum of Utah, will give us 
an “outsider's* perspective on the degree 
of uniqueness of our native plants and

their landscaping uses. This will be fol- 
lowed by hour-long sessions on each of the 
life zones being considered. Within each 
of the presentations, knowledgeable pro- 
fessionals will outline the specific plants 
being considered, describe their growth 
characteristics and landscape uses, and 
review their natural habitats, cultural 
requirements, and degree of adaptability. 

A box lunch will be available for those who 
preregister (see the form enclosed with 
this newsletter) and choose the lunch op- 
tion, or you are welcome to bring your own 
brown bag. Gayle says she hopes partici- 
pants will have lunch with the group and 
not scatter all over town, as the afternoon 
sessions need to begin right on time to get 
in all the information! 

Three simultaneous, hour-long panel discus- 
sions, each focusing on one of the plant 
life zones that are the day's topics, will 
begin the afternoon session. All three of 
these will then be repeated in the second 
hour, so you will be able to choose your 
favorite two of the three topics. Next, 
Charles Weddle will evaluate the future of 
selecting, propagating, and breeding native 
plants.

This Is to introduce you to a plant that 
you will have an opportunity to see if you 
participate in the Moffat County Field Trip 
on 18-19 June (see the last issue of the 
NEWSLETTER). This is a new species of 
evening primrose from Moffat County and 
adjacent Utah that was described by Warren 
L. Wagner (Syst- Bot. 6(2) * 133-138) in 
1981- This plant was first recognized as a 
possible new taxon by William Klein, who 
collected it adjacent to Stuntz Reservoir, 
Moffat County, on a field trip with Harold 
Harrington in 1966. In 1978 Elizabeth 
Neese and I located a population near 
Flaming Gorge, Utah, while Warren found an 
additional popul ati on on Douglas Mountain. 
Additional field inventory on this species 
has been conducted by Karen Wiley-Eberle, 
Sue Allard and Joyce Walker. It still 
appears to be a very narrow endemic. 

0. acutissima is distinguished from Q* 
/lava and 0 . triloba by its long, slender, 
branching taproot f linear, irregularly 
dentate 1 eaves | a deep reddish- orange 
color of the faded petals; a large showy, 
bright yellow corolla; and small, 
fewer-seeded capsules. It appears to be 
restricted to seasonally moist, sandy and 
gravelly soils, in meadows, depressions or 
along arroyos, in mixed conifer forests to 
sagebrush scrub. This evening primrose is 
very photogenic, particularity against the 
rock and grass background where is it us- 
ually found.
